First confirmed case of St. 
Louis-Encephalitis reported 


The first confirmed case of St. Louis Encephalitis 
this season in the county was confirmed in a 48-year- 
old West Palm Beach man on Nov. 25. He reportedly 
had multiple risk factors for SLE, including working 
more than 20 hours a'week outdoors after dark, not 
using mosquito repellent, and not consistently wear- 
ing long sleeved shirts and pants when working out- 
doors after dark. 

Douglas Wilson, a carpenter who reportedly 
worked outdoors in the evening, was admitted. to 
Palms West Hospital on Oct. 26 after complaining of 
fever and severe headaches. He spent six days in the 
hospital. 

The medical alert for SLE continues for all of Palm 
Beach County. The Palm Beach County Health De- 
partment is stressing the use of precautions to avoid 
mosquito bites at dusk and dawn hours. The virus is 
transmitted by Culex nigrapalpus, a very small mos- 
quito that и? sally. feeds at night. .

The following measures to avüid mosquito bites are 
récommended when outdoors at nighttime and at 
dusk and dawn hours:

He mightijust as well be talking 
about the world of weather, 
because each day we seem to 
distóver а new aspect of our 
ignorance of Mother Nature. 
Despite all the advancement 
scientists and meteorologists 
have made into understanding 
our atmosphere, many secrets 
remain. But last week, 
researchers took another step toward solving another mystery of 
the environment. 

On the ground and thousands of miles up in space, researchers 
discovered new insight into one of Nature's most destructive 
forces- the hurricane. 

“We have designed a trailer, just like they did in the movie 
Twister, where they chased tornadoes, “ said Cheryl O'Brien, а 
scientist with the Idaho National Engineering Laboratory. “We're 
chasing hurricanes so we can learn about the ground level 
dynamics in:severe storms." 

For the first time ever scientist successfully placed wind-mea- 
suring devices, called anemometers, into the path of a landfalling 
hurricane. As Hurricane Georges headed for the Mississippi coast 
in late September, Chéryl's hurricane chasers erected the special 
anemometers throughout the state. - 

“Wind instruments are critical," said Joe Golden, a senior mete- 
orologist with the National Weather Service. "If we are ever going 
to be able to mitigate against the terrible damage that these hur- 
ricanes cause, we must have better information on the actual

E scientist will little information about 
MERE eel spools, O'Brien hurricaie chante WI ive 
researchers their first real look at a hurricanes winds at ground 
level. 

Meanwhile, 22,300 miles aboye the Earth, a new weather satel- 
lite is providing researchers with new understanding into how а 
hurricane works. The satellite, nicknamed TRIM, is a joint effort 
of scientists from the United States and Japan. 

“We've seen hurricane clouds not like any we've seen before,” 
said Goltlen. 

The satellite's x-ray view of Hurricane Bonnie discovered tow 
ers of heavy rain grouped like New York City skyscrapers. 
Whenever a very tall skyscraper of rain formed, the hurricane 
suddenly. intensified. 

“What this rainfall provides us is a signature of the fuel supply 
that drives the hurricane engine,” said Golden. “It may help us 
predict when a storm is about to strengthen.” 

Forecasters at the National Hurricane Center admit that pre- 
dicting intensity changes in tropical cyclones is their most diffi- 
cult job. Predication of tracks and landfall locations iv, 
improved, but forecasts of hurricane strength have shown vi 
ally no progress. 

The new satellite along with information from the hurricane 
chasers’ anemometers will improve forecasts and cold help save 
lives and reduce property losses in thé future. 

*Preventing major destruction from hurricanes will not only 
enable people to get back to their lives more quickly but also have 
an ifnpact on bringing the economy back more quickly,” said 
Richard Peterson, a wind researcher at Texas Tech University. 

Philosopher George Santayana may have put it best when he 
wrote, “the wisest mind has something yet to learn." That is ce 


tainly true in the world of weather.

*Flu shots do not contain a live virus, 80 
they.cannot cause the flu," accordihg to Tama- 
ra Kicera óf the CDC's National Immunization 
Program. "Getting a flu shot is essential for 
people with diabetes. The shot not only pro- 
tects them from the flu, but it can help avoid 
passing the flu to loved ones. A flu shot is а 
good idea for everyone, but people should be 
sure to check with their doctor before getting. 
any vaccination." 

The CDC also recommends that people with 
diabetes receive a pneumonia vaccination 
because influenza often leads to pneumonia. 

Diabetes is a serious public health problem 
affecting approximately 16 million people in 
the United States. Unfortunately, only two- 
thirds of these people have been diagnosed, 
leaving a third who are not under care for the 
disorder.

Breástfeeding requires a lot of 
nutrients and if the woman's 
diet does not provide enough of 
these nutrients, the body will 
take from the mother to give to 
the baby, leaving her ‘feeling 
tired arid worn-out. A woman 
who is not getting the proper 


nutrition may have trouble pro- 
ducing enough milk for her 
baby.

It has come to the attention of the city commis- 
sion that certain drainage ditches have: not been 
well maintained. It 15 our understanding that 
these drainage ditches are under your jurisdiction 
and responsibility. 

The first ditch in question is located on the west 
side of Parkview Court bordering Barbara and Bill 
Shirley's nursery. It is recommended that this 
unsanitary ditch be cleaned as soon as possible. 
Permission has been conveyed by the Shirley's for 
use of their property for proper clean up. 

‘The second ditch in question is located between’ 
"McClure (Pahokee Housing Authority) Village and 
Crosby Mobile Home Park. This ditch is extremely 

unsanitary and cluttered with debris. This is evi- 
.denced by young children who cross the ditch on 

shopping carts discarded there (see attached: pho- 
= to). The road along the mobile home. park side is 
, caving in. 

"This ditch is-located between two residential 
areas. Children play and sometimes get pushed 
; into this ditch. The liability, especially at this 
* ditch, is extremely great. 

The City of Pahokee strongly suggests that this 
ditch:be cleaned and a culvert installed between 
McClure Road and the furthermost residential 
dwelling. Thank you for your attention to this seri- 
ous matter.
